Representatives of the miners 
and coal owners, separately and 
privately, distussed the proposed 
terms of reference. and personne!

Secretary), © officially 
made u statement declaring that 
the Court would command the 
confidence of all the parties con- 
cerned—the public, coal owners, 
and miners—only if these parties 
were fairly represented in the 
personnel. “A. Court com- 
posed of great lawyers, captains 
of industry, with a few econo- 
mists and politicians, would never 
satisfy the working miners jf they 
themselves were excluded.” 

’ Mr, Cook also stated that, the 


provisional terms of reference 
‘were not wide enough. |The 


/ Miners’ Federation intended that 


they should deal with every. phase 
of coal production and’. distribu- 
tion, including royalties. He did 
not doubt that the Government 
would ugree fully to this, and 
adde’ that the miners would see 
that the question of nationalisa- 
tion came into the inquiry.’ ,, 
. Looking Grave. 

In a two hours’ interview this 
afternoon, the miners presented 
the Mines Department with their 
views with regard to the personnel 
and terms of (reference ‘ot the 
Coul Enquiry Commission. 

The result of the interview has 
not been disclosed, but on leaving 
the members of the deputation 
looked very ‘grave, Mr, Cook re- 
marking that there was no agree. 
ment and no settlement, 

The deputation will report. to 
the executive of the Miners’ 
Federation to-morrow morning. .
